BANANAS AS FOOD. 


The Best Way to Serve Them Is Baked 


When Full Ripe. 


Children under three years of age do 


not chew their food thoroughly; they 
bolt It 
For this reason they should 


not have bananas to eat uncooked. 
Bananas are nutritious, but they are 
an indigestible food unless they are 
well masticated. The^are more easily 
digested when cooked than when eatcu 
raw. 


The most digestible form of cooked 


banana is the baked one. This is pre- 
pared first by washing the fruit, then 
cutting a small piece from each end 
of the bananas (as when preparing a 
sweet potato for baking). Place tbe 
bananas to be baked on a tin p!e plate 
or similar dish in a hot oven. When 
they feel tender after pricking with a 
fork they are well baked. Dark brown 
or brown stained bananas (not the 
bright yellow ones) are best for eating, 
either raw or baked. 


After the fruit Is baked it is placed 


on a platter and served as a meat It 
is not, however, turned out of the skin. 
When ready to eat it split the skin and 
banana lengthwise of the fruit; season 
it with salt, pepper and a little butter.

Why Wet Land Is Cold. 


C. G. Hopkins, soil expert, says that 


five times as much heat is required to 
evaporate water from the surface of 
a soil as would be needed to raise the 
temperature of the same amount of 
water from the freezing to the boiling 
point, says Farm and Fireside. This 
explains why wet arid poorly drained 
soils are cold. 


Tile drainage removes the excess 


of water. Then the heat of the sun is 
able to make some headway in warm- 
ing the soil.

The discrepancy 
was caused by the effect upon Hilda 
of the attraction of Jupiter, of whom 
she is a comparatively near neighbor. 
For these little planets are scattered 
o\er a wide belt 
Hilda gets within 


33,000,000 miles of the orbit of Jupiter, 
and Aethra at times actually comes 
nearer to the sun than Mara e\ er does.

tew months ago. 
The Mexican situation was responsi- 
ble for the severe 'break in Mexican 
Petroleum 
and

Smelting, 
other shares of like character declin- 
ing in sympathy. 
Substantial recov- 
eries were scored throughout the list 
later with heavy covering 
of 
short 
contracts. In fact, much of the -week s 
depression was attributed to the op- 
erations of the bears especially in the 
financial stocks. 
United States Steel and standard 
rails moved uncertainly at times but 
at no time registered more than nomi- 
nal losses. 
Discussion regarding the 
Gary statement continued, but the ad- 
verse effects of that development were 
counterbalanced by the continued ac- 
tivity in the steel industry. 
Coppers were less conspicuous 
but 
recent high prices for the metal were 
maintained. Demand for the metal, es- 
pecially for export is increasing and 
according- to trade reports as much as 
24% cents is being offered for the re- 
fined metal by foreign consumers. 
Trade in general shows some falling 
off as compared with the big- volume 
of holiday business, but bank clearings 
indicate "a plethora of money at

serve centers.

write always in the third person— 
never say 'we'; don't ramble—-get to

and 
stay 
there; 


don't talk 'churchy'—it is not 
an 


ecclesiastical treatise but 
a 
news- 


paper article you are writing; don't 
talk about the 'blessed indwelling of 
the Holy 
Spirit' 
and 
the 
'dear 


lamb ot God.' When you talk to the 
public, talk of 'Jesus Christ" 
and 


'God.' 
This is not irreverence; it is 


common sense, and 
the successful 


publicity worker must 
be 
blessed 


with a good stock of that. Don't get 
'mushy ; talk cold tacts. Don't pitier- 
patter your facts in a 'gentle-rain'; 
da^-h it on the mall at once. And yet 
— dc not get in a rut; make every 
article different, and 
make 
them 


readable."

the relations of the church and the 
newspapers sa>b:

now, one last, long, plead- 


ing counsel: If the papers are good
